Canadians send material 
aid to Nicaragua

A group of Montréalers have 
been packing boxes bound for 
Nicaragua for the past month. 

Filled with tools, clothes, 
material, toys, office supplies, 
medicine, and medical and 
fishing equipment, the boxes 
are part of Tools for Peace, a 
cross-Canada campaign to col- 
lect supplies for Nicaragua. The 
Montreal group, one of ten in 
the country, is responsible for a 
day care center in Nicaragua on 
the Pacific coast. 

Tools for Peace represen- 
tative Peter Feldstein said, "We 
want to help with the 
reconstruction of Nicaragua. 
The Sandinistas want to make 
strides in health care, education 
and agricultural reform. They 
need these things, but have to 
get them from outside because 
they are not made in the coun- 
try, and they do not have the 



foreign dollars to buy them. 

"The country is undergoing 
an economic blockade, was left 
with nothing in its treasury after 
the Somoza regime in 1979, and 
was a poor country to start 
with." 

Feldstein said Tools for Peace 
is being organised in Montreal 
by the Coalition pour l'aide au 
Nicaragua. Aside from two 
hired staff members, volunteers 
run the group. 

In addition to the day care 
center, the Montréal group is 
collecting medical supplies to 
distribute throughout 
Nicaragua. Recent donations 
include an anesthctising 
machine and three respirators. 

McGill's Music 
Undergraduates Society is 
donating two boxes of sheet 
music for Nicaragua's national 
music school. McGill professors

although it may not be what 
people commonly think of as 
violent." 

However, Solidarité Rose's 
protest is misdirected, accor- 



ding to Jacques Lesage, vice 
president of Provigo, the parent 
company of Provisoir. 

"They're aiming at one par- 
ticular company and forgetting 
about the others. We're renting 
videos just like many others in 
North America. We also have 
Walt Disney." 

According to Lesage, fran- 
chisers of Provisoir are indepen- 
dent to choose which videos 
they will sell, and the Provigo 
management is powerless to en- 
force guidelines. 

"When you're in a business 
relationship with someone, 
there's nothing you can do. If 
they paint the wall black and I 
don't like it, as long as it's not 
illegal there's nothing I can 
do." 



Lesage says the only guideline 
is a letter urging franchisers to 
"be careful" in light of the 
boycott, and requesting them 
not to sell "adult" video casset- 
tes. But, says Lesage, these 
guidelines cannot be enforced. 

"These are independent fran- 
chisers. They (the protesters) 
should take their complaints to 
the government level, if they 
think it (the cassettes) is against 
society." 

The Province of Quebéc owns 
30 per cent of Provigo. 

Solidarité Rose is planning a 
demonstration outside the Pro- 
vigo head offices at 800 Dor- 
chester at noon on November 
13. For information, contact

Sadism, death: From 
Penthouse with love

Penthouse Magazine's Christmas Special on bondage is being confiscated by police 
in Ottawa. Canada-wide demonstrations will beheld tomorrow to get the issue off the 
stands everywhere. 



In Montréal, it is unlikely 
that the magazine will be con- 
fiscated, due to vague federal 
obscenity laws and lack of will 
on the part of the municipal 
government to implement them. 
(There are no municipal laws in 
Québec governing the distribu- 
tion of obscene material). 

Elana Medicoff, a student at 
Concordia and member of Con- 
seil Consultif des Femmes, said 
that there are hard-core violent 
pictures presented in this tradi- 
tionally soft core magazine. 
"The problem with this 
magazine is that it is very well 
read and well distributed. We 
are really angry that this was 
no* ..opped at the border," she 



said. 

In the ten centre pages, South 
East Asian women are bound 
with thick rope so tightly that 
their flesh bulges. The women 
are depicted hanging from trees, 
dead on beaches, passively 
awaiting sodomy. In one, the 
rope is wrenched to severe the 
woman's clitoris. These pictures 
are complemented by a series of 
haiku poems about cherry 
blossoms. 

Constable Frechette, of the 
MUC Police Morality Squad 
says the magazine has been sent 
to . a municipal Crown Pro- 
secutor to decide if it should be 
confiscated under Section 1S9 
of the Criminl Code.

It states, "For the purposes

Medicoff is not hopeful 
about the possibility that the 
MUC will do anything. "We 
spoke to an attorney for the 
morality squad and he said he 
doesn't think the Penthouse 
Issue should be confiscated 
because it is not obscene from 
cover to cover," she said. 

Constable Poxon, a Public 
Relations Officer for the MUC 
police sees a major problem in 
the lack of communication 
among the three separate levels 
(municipal, 'provincial and 
federal) which govern obscenity 
charges. 

"The laws are vague. That is 
"why the police have such trou- 
ble enforcing it. The Federal 
criminal code should lay out 
stipulations concerning obsceni- 
ty in black and white instead of 
the police going to the Crown 
Prosecutor," he said. 

A demonstration protesting 
this issue of Penthouse will take 
place today at Hh30 at the 
Palais de Justice, at St. Laurent 
and Notre-Dame.

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Gandhi's death: Is history responsible?

To understand the current situation in 
India, some historical background is 
essential. Bt 1800, the British had col- 
onised almost all of what is now India 
'and Pakistan, with the exception of the 
Northwestern region known as Punjab, 
which then extended from Afghanistan 
! to the gates of Delhi and was held by the 
. Sikhs. The Sikhs were originally Hindus, 
-who had developed their own religion 
during some three or four hundred years 
of armed resistance against powerful 
Moghul invaders from thea-CaCwho had 
ruled much of India^r centuries and 
converted millions of Hindus to Islam. 
The Sikhs- held Punjab against the 
.... British ..Worn 1800 to 1840 when their 
leader*, Ranjit Singh died. In 1840, the 
y«ritish invaded Punjab on the pretext of 
'/^preventing a Russian invasion of 
Afghanistan. They then ruled India for 
over a hundred years. No one else had 
been able to bring the whole area under 
control since the 3rd century BC when 
the Buddhist King Ashoka had ruled. 

In 1946-8, massive communal riots 
between Hindus and Moslems led to the 
deaths of approximately 500,000 to one 
million people. In August 1947, British 
India was partitioned into the indepen- 
dent states of India and Pakistan. 
Millions of Moslems migrated into E. 
and W. Pakistan while three million 
Sikhs and two million Hindus migrated 
from Pakistan to India. At partition, 
half of the Punjab went to Pakistan. 
What remained in India was further par- 
titioned into two states and the present 
Indian state of Punjab has a population 
of about 20 million with 52 per cent 
Sikhs. Sikhs and Hindus in Punjab share 
both the Punjabi language and culture 
and differ only in religion. 

During British rule, the Indian 
population had grown from 100 million 
to about 400 million and towards the 
end of their rule they had introduced a 
canal system for irrigation of much of 
Punjab which became known as the 
granary of India. Although much of this 
irrigated land was lost to Pakistan at 
partition, the Punjabis, who are known 
to be more industrious and open to new 
ideas, soon adopted m modern 
agricultural methods such as the use of 
diesel water pumps and tractors. Such 
innovations were largely responsible for 
India's green revolution in the 1960*s. 
Punjab once again became the granary 
• of India. 

Since partition, India's leaders have 



been Nehru, Shastri, Indira Gandhi 
(Nehru's daughter who came to power in 
1966), Desai (briefly in 1977 to 79), In- ' 
dira Gandhi again and now Rajiv Gan- 
dhi. As an independent nation India has 
been involved in three wars with 
Pakistan. The first (1947-49) and the se- 
cond (1965) were over Pakistani claims 
to Kashmir. The third (1971) was over 
East Pakistan's desire for independence 
from West Pakistan, which Mrs. Gandhi 
successfully supported and which 
resulted in the creation of the indepen- 
dent state of Bangladesh. Pakistan's 
main ally and source of arms during 
these wars was the U.S. while India con- 
sidered itself non-aligned and used most- 
ly Russian but also some French and 
British weapons. 

In the fities and sixties there were also 
confrontations with the Chinese as Mao 
humiliated Nehru with a march through 
Chinese-occupied Tibet. The Dalai 
Lama, spiritual leader of Tibet's Bud- 
dhist population, sought refuge in India, 
was welcomed by Nehru and the Chinese 
used this an excuse to take more land 
from India. 

In 1975-7, Mrs. Gandhi imposed a 
state of emergency on the nation which 
threatened to. destroy India's status as 
the world's largest democracy as she jail- 
ed thousands of her political opponents. 
In 1977, Mrs. Gandhi surprised 
observers by deciding to end the state of 
emergency and hold free elections, 
where she was badly beaten and a new 
coalition government headed by Moraji 
Desai was formed. However, internal 
discord rendered this government inef- 
fective and Mrs. Gandhi made one of 
the biggest political comebacks ever, 
winning the elections of 1980 by a land- 
slide while promising more effective 
government. 

• In 1979, the USSR invaded 
Afghanistan and many feared a Russian 
attack on Pakistan's Baluchistan pro- 
vince which would give them access to 
the Indian Ocean — something the 
British had feared over a hundred years 
ago. This invasion was possibly the most 
important event on the subcontinent 
since partition. In June 1984, Mrs. Gan- 
dhi ordered a military attack on the 
Sikhs' holiest shrine at Amritsar to oust 
a known group of Sikh militants. Last 
Wednesday she was assassinated by two 
of her own Sikh bodyguards. Most 
believe that her death will leave an 
already volatile subcontinent even more 
so, although some observers believe 
otherwise. 

The day after the assassination, the 
London Financial Times reported that 
"A strong advance in prices of shares 
traded in Karachi was attributed to in- 
vestor hopes of an easing tension bet- 
ween Islamabad and New Delhi. Prices 
had been easing in recent months and 
regularly suffered a significant decline 
whenever Mrs. Gandhi hinted at any 
renewed conflict with Pakistan." 

Unlike Rajiv, Mrs. Gandhi experienc- 
ed the riots of 1947 and was known to be 
far more emotional about Pakistan. 
With the possibility of this conflict, and 
an aggressive Russian presence in 
Afghanistan, it would be somewhat 
naive to believe that there is no 
American intelligence activity in the sub- 
continent, especially in their only real al- 
ly in the area, Pakistan. After in- 
dependence, the British probably main- 
tained their extensive intelligence net- 
work in India and Britain is obviously an 
ally of the United States. 25 years of 



trade and arms sales between the USSR 
and India have also given the Russians 
plenty of time to plant people in places 
of influence. 

Most Western media portray recent 
incidents in Punjab and Assam as inter- 
nal religious conflicts but certain facts 
suggest otherwise. Major Hindu con- 
flicts with the minorities have recently 
always occured in border regions. The 
Sikhs have contributed much to Punjab 
and India and have been, on the whole, 
rewarded. Most Sikhs believe that recent 
grievances with the government could 
have been solved by peaceful negotia- 
tions. The armed Sikh group in the 
Golden Temple in Amritsar were mostly 
villagers. There is a real possibility that 
outside intelligence agencies were involv- 
ed in fuelling the tensions that led to the 
attack on the Golden Temple and the 
subsequent assassination. 

These facts suggest the possiblity of 
influence by an outside intelligence 
agency, if not in the assassination itself, 
then in fuelling the tensions that led to 
it. 

Who would want to encourage the 
type of religious conflict that we see bet- 



ween the Hindus and the Sikhs now and 
that we saw last year ago in Assam. In 
this conflict several thousand people 
died as an influx of Moslem refugees 
from Bangladesh provoked outbreaks of 
violence with portions of the Assamese 
population who were afraid they would 
become a minority in their own pro- 
vince. 

One major theory is that the 
Americans and British, fearing Russian 
dominance in the subcontinent if India 
attacks Pakistan would benefit from a 
more divided India. 18 per cent of the 
Indian Armed Forces, including many 
of the highest ranking officers, are Sikhs 
so a conflict could certainly divide India. 

Another theory is that Mrs. Gandhi, 
fearing success by the moderate Sikh 
forces, decided to support the radical 
and less popular militant faction, thus 
dividing the Sikhs among them. 

There is really no way of knowing 
what is going.

Not because of outbursts of Hindus 
against Sikhs — they occur in the 
capital itseff— (the police come before 
and after attacks). Even Hindu and 
Moslem families giving protection to 
Sikhs are attacked. 

This I am saying not just oh principle 
that religious morality is deserving of 
equality, but India remains a secular 
country, of many languages— if this Is 
not respected, there will be serious con- 
sequences to pay. 

Professor Ratna Ghosh, Education: 

Her death was not inevitable. Many 
leaders take many steps and I don't see 
why one should get killed for that. 
There's no justice in that kind of kill- 
ing. Yes, she probably ignored "certain 
events, and could have avoided things 
coming to such an end had she acted 
differently. Certainly she ignored the- 
fact that she had Sikhs among her 
bodyguards. I feel that only a few 
Sikhs really wanted something quite 
drastic — most Sikhs didn't and I think 
she had her faith in that — I think she 
ignored the small minority that did 
want something drastic. 
" The future, that's a tough one. I had 
not expected that her son was named 
successor. Her other son had been 
I more politically involved and more ex- 
I perienced, but his son wasn't... One 
IJiopa: that Rajiv Will: be able: to choose: 



competent advisors. ..Indira had 
.started out as a figurehead. While her 
advisors' were to run the show for her, 
but that turned out differently. 

Professor Rabindra Kanungo, : 

The events that have taken place im- 
ply that some form of justification has 
taken place. Certain events lead to 
other events and in that sense it is 
justifiable. But if you consider Sikb 
rights they have been set back. They 
have not employed the right means and 
have caused more harm than good to 
themselves. 

India is a country which has seen 
many catastrophes. Difficult conflicts 
of this magnitude have gone up in In- 
dia, due to its multi-cultural character. 
The masses possess a good deal of 
wisdom, who subscribe to democracy. 
In the future, restraint will prevail. The 
response to the assassination and the 
aftermath will be controllable in the 
future, and the masses will respond to 
restraint. I see it as an optimistic note. 

Professor Baldev Nayar, Political 
Science: 

There's no inevitability in human af- 
fairs, and there's absolutely no justice 
in her death. I don't think she ignored 
the situation. It's awfully difficult to 
manage, because it's been a problem 
over the centuries. What do you do 
when one group commands that they 
have a theocratic state and the opposed 
group wants a secular democratic 
state7 These are incompatible 
philosophies. She would " have .been 
willing to make compromises, but she 
couldn't undercut the basic ideological 
system that India is based on. 

It's difficult to predict (the future) 
— things can go either way. Both par- 
ties will have to see limits to conces- 
sions that can be made because of 
ideological restraints. If one group 
thinks they can succeed, they'll drag 
themselves and the entire political 
■system into selMestruiaidri;

Watching the presidential election returns come in on Tues- 
day night, I didn't recognise an America which could mean 
anything to me. Listening to the campaign rhetoric of both 
candidates, many Americans — Hispanic, gay, female, poor 
and especially black — must have recognised neither 
themselves nor their dreams, yet the Reagan landslide incor- 
porated all elements of American society. It was the most 
narrowly focused presidential campaign of the twentieth cen- 
tury — no Great Society or New Deal for everyone — and yet 
the most successful. 

It is astonishing to think that these Americans could have 
voted for someone who promises them an unrecognisable . 
country. It is frightening to think they probably wanted 
nothing-eke. 



This election, more than any other, proved that appearance 
and image are the accepted. currency of American politics, 
and no candidate saw fit to denounce it as counterfeit. 

Those who are looking for an alternative to Reagan's 
America cannot afford to be distanced by his rhetoric, which 
makes the idea of patriotism such an unappealing proposi- 
tion. Canadians especially, cannot afford smug anti- 
Americanism, based on the idea of Reagan as a doddering ex- 
actor with his finger somehow on the nuclear trigger. This im- 
age is as false as that of Reagan the Technicolour cowboy, 
and as dangerous. The danger represented by Reagan does 
not lie in the man, but in the willingness of Americans to vote 
for a placebo rather than a leader. 

In 'choosing Reagan, Americans elected a version of reality 
rather than a president, and in the end, Mondale was seen as 
simply not-Reagan, rather than representing a specifc and 
viable option. 

The real tragedy is not that he won a second term. The 
tragedy is that an American election campaign must now be 
fought with illusions rather than ideas. In this case, the stupid 
patriotic illusion won.

Geffery Morgan Is not a bad 
album, It Is just less than one 
would expect from the group 
that gave us Signing Off and Pre- 
sent Arms, two excellent 
albums. The consistency of 
material and the unobtrusiveness 
of production that marked those 
early LP's is missing here, lost, it 
seems, to an uncertainty of 
musical direction.

While Geffery "Morgan 

makes clear that UB40 still write 
great melodies, It makes equally 
clear that they are struggling to 
make these melodies into songs 
that sound like they progress 
from previous .work. 

What results Is an album that 
turns some promising tunes Into 
shallow pop, mostly by the un- 
skillful use of faster-than-reggàe 
tempo and production textures 
that take too much edge off the 
music. 

"You're Not An Army" reads 
as a good song about political 
repression on the album Jacket, 
but Is reduced by a sickly-sweet 



keyboard hook and Genesis-like 
synthesizer sounds. "Seasons" 
suffers from heavy : handed pro- 
duction that features sappy 
vocals to the exclusion of the all- 
important (at least to reggae) 
rhythm track. 

Some of the material Is itself 
substandard for UB40. 
"Seasons" fatuous lyrics would 
not have been rescued by better 
production, "D.U.B." is not 
much better, and "Nkomo A 
Gogo" Is emmlnently forgettable 
Instrumental filler. 

That said, there are some 
familiar strenghts of Geffery 
Morgan, as well as some revela- 



tions. 

UB40 has always been able to 
articulate the hardships of work- 
ing class England with clarity and 
force, both in songs about the 
heinous policies of England's 
Iron Lady, and in songs about 
the individual suffering that 
comes from being caught on the 
wrong side of the modern in- 
dustrial state. 

"As Always You Were Wrong 
Again", which falls Into the 
topical category, and "Riddle Me 
This", which is about the no 
money-no education-no oppor- 
tunity cycle, satisfy much of 
one's desire to hear,. after two 



years of waiting for new 
material, things said just the way 
UB40 knows how to say them. 

More striking though, is "The 
Pillow". Set to music that does 
not let on to the lyrical content, it 
tells the story of a prostitute who 
commits suicide rather than face 
continued abuse. A tale of 
tragedy rather than a new angle 
on the Inevitable results of 
economic deprivation, . It In- 
dicates that UB40 have 
songwritlng promise that they 
have yet to fulfill. 

Coupled with a new found 
skill In horn arranging that Is In 
evidence throughout the album, 
Geffery Morgan, despite being 
uneven, may eventually be 
regarded as a turning point for 
UB40, rather than the beginning 
of their decline. 

It is just too bad that we have 
not been left with something bet- 
ter than Geffery Morgan to keep 
us company while we wait to see 
how UB40 will turn out.

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Castro's treatment 
of homosexuals: 



Fidel

Nestor Almcndros and Orlando Jimenez 
Leal's Improper Conduct, an anti-Castro 
film disguised as an exposé of the treatment 
of gays in Cuba, is a cinematic equivalent 
of the Yellow Press. Allegations are made 
without evidence. Events are shown out of 
context. Personal testimonies are passed 
off as absolute truths. Facts are distorted to 
fan emotions. 

Nonetheless, The New York Times 
gave it a rave. The Wall Street Journal, 
In an editorial, said it was required viewing 
for U.S. Senators and Congressmen. 

The treatment of homosexuals in Cuba Is 
to be condemned. In a 1965 interview 
quoted in the Village Voice, Fidel Castro 
said, "a deviation of that nature clashes 
with the concept we have of what a militant 
communist should be." 

Those who do not fit Castro's concept 
are weeded out. 

Cuba's socialist government has engaged 
In methodological repressions against 
homosexuals almost since the revolution. 
In 1961, in an effort to 'clean-up' Havana, 
the government initiated Operation P. It's 
prime function was to raid streets where 
homosexuals congregated. From 1965 to 
1967; the government rounded up gays, 
drug users, Jehovah's Witnesses, artists 
suspected of subversive activities, and 
other undesirables for confinement In 
labour camps known as Military Units to 
Augment Production (UMAP). The camps 
were supposed to rehabilitate their inmates 
whose offenses could be termed "Improper 
Conduct" — the phrase from the Cuban 
Penal Code where the film gets Its title. 

Though the camps were closed in 1967 
following protests from Western Europe 
and in Cuba itself, the discrimination con- 
tinued. In 1971, the First National Con- 
gress on Education and Culture called for 
the removal of homosexuals from the field 
of education. 

Almendros and Leal give us this informa- 
tion, but it is selective and isolated. They do 
not tell us that the laws against "public 
lasclvlousness" and "extravagance" used 
against gays are not a product of the Cuban 
Revolution but date to the Social Defense 
Code of 1939. They do not tell us that the ' 
1971 Congress was not a law-making 
body. They do not show the treatment of 
gays in Cuba in the context of Latin 
American machismo. Nor do they compare 
Cuba Jo other socialist countries like East 
Germany which legalized homosexual acts 
between consenting adults in 1968. 

Instead, Almendros and Leal introduce 
Susan Sontag who tells us: 

"/ think one of the left's weaknesses has 
been a difficulty In dealing with questions 
bearing on the moral and political aspects 
of sex. It's a heritage, In a way. A 'puritan' 
one that is deeply embedded in the morals 
of the left. The discovery that homosexuals 
were being persecuted in Cuba shows, I 
think, how much the left needs to évolue." 

The directors show us Sontag close-up. 
Her name is all that's needed as identifica- 
tion. Her fame as an intellectual is used 
both to accredit 



to mask the complete idiocy of her state- 
ment. 

The gay rights movement is part of the 
legacy of left-wing politics. German Marx- 
ists of the 1920's were the first to fight for 
legislation to redress gay oppression. Even 
the Mattachine Society, the United States' 
first gay rights organization, was founded 
by a member of the Communist Party, 
Harry Hay. 

Almendros and Leal use Sontag's state- 
ment as the central message in the film, 
and it Is an interesting one. One wonders if 
they would use the treatment of gays in 



One of the most shocking testimonies of 
prison conditions in Improper Conduct 
comes from Armando Valladares. 
Valladares, we are told, Is a poet who, after 
many years of being Imprisoned, was final- 
ly released because of a plea from Presi- 
dent Mitterrand of France. We are not told 
why he was Imprisoned (the film avoids 
specifying why most of the other witnesses 
were jailed as well). 

One is left with the impression that it had 
something to do with Valladares' work as a 
poet. In fact, an exposé in the Sept 29 issue 
of Gay Community News presented 
evidence that Valladares was a policeman 
during Battista's régime, one of the most 
violent, repressive periods in the history of 
Cuba. It is an omission that makes it dif- 
ficult to believe his testimony. 

The film consequently regresses and 
becomes unbearably infantile when talking 
of or depicting Castro. Interviews with him 
are intercut with newsreel footage edited to 
contradict him. He is shown in .slow motion 
to exaggerate his movements and turn him 
into a buffoon. We are told that he acts like 
a marquise; that he needs two trucks of live 
chickens following him wherever he goes to 
supply his meals; that he has no wife 
because he is married to Cuba; that he 
takes three steps to cross a room where 
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East Germany as an emblem for the suc- 
cess of socialism or the treatment of gays 
anywhere from Chile to Toronto as a sym- 
bol of the failure of capitalism. 

Improper Conduct denounces other 
aspects of Cuban Society just as sloppily. 

It asks us to take a white person's 
testimony of Cuba's racism as fact. Yet, of 
the 28 people Interviewed in the film, only 
two are black. They are the only non- 
intellectuals (Luis Lazlo is a hairdresser; 
Caracol is a transvestite cabaret performer). 
They are clearly used only for comic relief. 

Some of the witnesses compare the 
UMAP camps to Auschwitz and claim 
Augusto Pinochet, the fascist dictator of 
Chile, learned his methods from Castro. 

Yet, none of the victims in the film tell us 
of tortures. Many of them complain about 
the food. One claims, however, to have a 
scar from being hit on the head. It would 
not be hard to find Canadian inmates with 
similar complaints. 

It is, however, very far removed from 
what we've learned about Auschwitz and 
Pinochet's torture methods (which, in- 
cidentally, the CIA taught him). These 
allegations, unaccompanied by any 
evidence, are repeated at various times

normal men would take eight. In short, he 
is shown to be a monster in the most exag- 
gerated, most unbelievably cartoonlsh way. 

Almendros and Leal aim low but this Is 
definitely below the belt. 

Improper Conduct also traces the 
'Mariel exodus'. In 1980, the United States 
waived its immigration quotas for Cubans 
and about 125,000 people (of whom ap- 
proximately 15 per cent were gay) left for 
Miami. Almendros and Leal present this as 
irrefutable proof that socialism does not 
work. They do not ask if a similar thing 
would happen if the U.S. were to open its 
borders to any other Third World country. 
They do not ask it because the answer is 
obvious and would easily negate their pro- 
of. 

The directors, both Cuban refugees, 
paint the United States as the antithesis to 
Cuba. They pay special homage to Little 
Havana in Florida. They portray it as a 
Spanish-speaking oasis in the midst of the 
paradise that is the U.S. 

What is not evident on the canvas Is that 
the last time the citizens of the oasis were 
asked to express themselves on the issue of 
gay rights, they came up dry and over- 
whelmingly supported Anita Bryant. They 
also do not mention that the re-settlement 



of so many homosexuals was made po 
ble because the U.S. did not invoke its ' 
migration and Naturalization Act of 19 
which authorizes the barring and expuls! 
of 'sexually deviant' aliens. 
Pointing out injustice is often the first si 




towards bringing about justice. Cuba m 
be denounced for its treatment 
homosexuals. However, Almendros a 
Leal focus on a shameful wart, say it L< 
cancer, and damn a body politic. They i 
homosexuals as cannon fodder in their b 
tie against Castro in a way that is id 
shameful. More irresponsibly, they feed: 
to the present Reagan administration's c 
rent of anti-Cuban sentiment and pumj 
to the level of hysteria. 

The film has its virtues. It proclaims t 
existence and systematic persecution 
Hispanic homosexuals and shows 
socialist government persistently deny' 
thousands of its citizens a part in the co 
munity. It is also a film which presents ge 
as social victims in a way that cannot 
denied. 

Improper Conduct, however, a! 
uses personal testimony in lieu of facts, 
manipulates events. It omits importe 
criteria. It looks at the Cuban situation ir 
vacuum. These tactics corrupt the film's v 
tues and make Improper Conduct offe 
sive. •

Hejlra, a self-proclaimed "new and defined artistic journal 

at McGill", has changed. 
In the first issue of its second year, Hejlra's approach has 
softened markedly. We're no longer made very aware that 
the publication is produced exclusively by women. It has 
stopped stressing the themes which instigated its inception 

over a year ago. 

The quality of the material in the current issue is generally 
high. It is accessible poetry that anyone can read without ef- 
fort. This is a positive step. So too is its move towards a 
glossier, brighter format, which is much more pleasing to the 
eye and clearly attractive to the potential reader. 
But this move may have been carried a little too far. The 
idea of a literary journal produced only by women is an im- 
portant one, and gives the artists a chance to express ideas 
that would seem uncomfortable or ill-placed in a general 



literary journal. The potential Is there for a readable, yet pro- 
gressive magazine. 
While this issue of Hejlra is very good, much of the 
material fails to be thought-provoking. This is not to suggest 
that it all should be thought-provoking, but being as unique a 
publication as it is, there are many ideas which could and 
should be explored. Hejlra stops short of being truly critical 

expression. 

But one cannot force art, and if the women who produce 
Hejlra do not want to be overly-critical, then we should not 
make them. Perhaps we should be content with the fact that 
Hejlra contains the work of some very expressive artists. 
Hejlra is definitely a healthy sign. It is also a basic concept 
which, especially in the conservative atmosphere of our cam- 
pus, should be nourished and allowed to grow in its present 
format. But to use this format effectively, it will have to think 
. about the problems which helped create Hejlra.
